EXPENSE"? 


It is a "legitimate business 
ible for income tax purpo: for a company to 
advertise its product or service in the hope of 
inducing consumers to buy. This, obviously, is 
necessary if an enterprise is to survive in our 
highly competitive age. 

But it is not a "legitimate business expense" 
for a company to advertise in the hope of pre- 
venting itself from being destroyed by socialistic 
government. 


"This, in essence, is the ruling of the Federal 
Power Commission and the Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice in the case of business-managed utility com- 
panies which have used advertising to oppose 
socialization of their industry. The federal agen- 
cies have held that the ads deal with political 
rather than business or economic problems. Hen- 
ce, they say, the cost is not deductible. Ina t 
as corporation taxes are now 52 per cen 
iness of any size, this means that the ut 
not present their side of a life-or-death con 
versy save at heavy tax penalty. 

A proposed Congressional Bill—the Boggs 
bill—would give business the right to conduct 
campaigns, through advertising and in other 
established ways, which have the purpose of fa- 
voring or opposing legislation and related pro- 
blems and to carry the most as a legitimate bu 
ness expense.

Mixed Conference 


On Migrant Labor 


By Julian Griggs 


Mrs. Ruth Wedgworth, Julian 
Griggs, Rev. Paul Cassen, Dr. 
Carl Brumbach, and Bob 
Browning were among those 
from Florida attending the Na- 
tional Study Conference of the 
Church and Migrant Labor in 
Washington, D. C. last week. 
Represented at the meeting 
were farmers, Farm Pureau, la- 
bor unions, churches, Migrant 
Ministry, Federal and State 
government agencies involved 
with the migrant problem. 

Matt Triggs of Farm Bureau 
pointed out that farm wages are 
high compared with what far- 
mers can make on their crops. 
William Mirengoff of the U. S. 
Dept., of Labor said, these farm 
labor with an average wage of 
80c an hour without fringe 
benefits is underpaid compared 
with industry's average hourly 
wage of $2.25 plus fringe bene- 
fits. 

Bill Batt, chairman of the 
Governor's Committee on Mig- 
rant Labor in Pennsylvania and 
chairman of the Migrant Com- 
mittee of the Council of State 
Governments, said, “Although 
we have a minimum wage in 
industry for 23 years, we still 
do not have a minimum wage 
for farm workers.” He estimat- 
ed that in 10 or 15 years mech- 
anization will almost take the 
place of migrant workers. Matt 
Triggs reported more progress 
in mechanical cotton picking in 
1960 than in any other previous 
two years. Doug Still, State 
Superintendent of the Migrant 
Ministry in California, pointed 
out the danger of changing from 
hand labor to machines so fast 
that former farm workers will 
ne left stranded with no jobs 
anywhere open to them. 

This lifts up the urgent need 
for better migrant education so 
the children will be prepared 
to go into more skilled jobs. Batt 
said, “Ninety-nine out of a hun- 
dred migrant children never 
finish high school. We need 
summer schools for migrants so 
they will not get behind, get 
discouraged and drop out. 

- Senator Harrison Williams 
who has conducted hearings in 
eight migratory labor states as 
chairman of the Senate Sub- 
committee on Migratory Labor, 
proposes legislation to provide 
Federal funds to help defray 
costs for local and state govern- 
ments to educate adult and 
child migrants. 

The legislation would also 
have a requirement that mig- 
rant crew leaders be registered. 
The Senator said the purpose 
was "to establish .some con- 
trol over those relatively few 
labor contractors who exploit 
both farmer and worker after 
making work arrangements."

The mood 
of the conference was one of 
searching . . trying to find 
answers to this immense human 
problem which will be fair for 
all concerned.
